meeting is intended for infor¬ 
mational purposes only,” said 
Nancy Wood, public informa¬ 
tion officer for KTC District 6 
Office. “During the meeting, 
the project team is available to 
discuss the various options that 
were considered, but eliminated 
from further consideration due 
to varying operational failures. 
Therefore, the public can pro¬ 
vide input, but the preferred 
alternative was selected based 
on functionality at the intersec¬ 
tions.” 

The 1-75 and KY 36 
Interchange Improvement 
Project begins along KY 36 on 
the west side of 1-75 near 
Lynwood Drive and extends 
east to U.S. 25. 

The total length of the proj¬ 
ect is approximately 1.1 miles.

Local officials react to 
same-sex marriage ruling

Since he took office in 
January, Grant County Judge- 
Executive Steve Wood has 
officiated 27 wedding ceremo¬ 
nies. 

Wood will no longer per¬ 
form any weddings after the 
United States Supreme Court’s 
June 26 landmark decision 
legalizing same-sex marriages. 

“It’s biblical for me,” Wood 
said. “I don’t agree with the 
court’s decision. I didn’t have 
any trouble with civil unions at 
all, but when it got to be to 
marriage it kind of got biblical. 
I’m pretty involved in my 
faith. So, I figured, I either 
marry everybody or I don’t 
marry anybody. That’s my 
opinion. So, I’m not going to 
marry anybody. It tears me up 
because I enjoy marrying peo¬ 
ple.” 

“I just can’t do it. I’m 
sorry,” he said. “I don’t have 
anything against people who 
feel strongly for each other like 
that. I don’t dislike them. I

love them, but I believe in 
God’s word.” 

As of June 30, only two 
same-sex couples had inquired 
about filing for a marriage 
license at the Grant County 
Clerk’s Office. 

Grant County Clerk Tabatha 
Clemons said the licenses will 
become official once a bottom 
portion of the license form is 
filled out and signed. 

Gov. Steve Beshear sent a 
letter to all county clerks fol¬ 
lowing the ruling stating that 
all cabinets of the executive 
branch had been directed to 
alter any policies necessary to 
implement the court’s deci¬ 
sion.

KTC officials said the exist¬ 
ing corridor and interchange do 
not have adequate capacity to 
safely and efficiently handle the 
projected traffic volumes due to 
the future development of the ark. 

Improvements will include 
lanes where needed and side¬ 
walks from the Ark Encounter 
entrance, across 1-75, all the way 
toU.S 25. 

The KY 36 bridge over 1-75 
will be replaced with a wider 
structure to accommodate turn 
lanes and the sidewalk. 

Preliminary designs devel¬ 
oped three alternates for the proj¬ 
ect, however, after analysis, alter¬ 
nate number three was preferred 
by the KTC. 

It includes the use of a round¬ 
about at the KY 36 intersection 
with the 1-75 southbound ramps, 
the use of a conventional inter¬ 
section at the KY 36 intersec¬ 
tion with the 1-75 northbound 
ramps and the widening of the 
1-75 southbound exit ramp, the 
northbound entrance ramp and 
the northbound exit ramp to two 
lanes. 

The total estimated cost for 
this alternate is $10 million. 

Displays and handouts con¬ 
taining the various alternates 
considered will be available at 
the informational meeting, which 
will follow an open house format. 

KTC representatives will be 
available to answer questions. 

Wood said the roadway work 
will not be complete prior to the 
opening of the Ark Encounter. 

Right-of-way purchases like¬ 
ly will begin in early 2016, along 
with utility companies moving 
services to accommodate the new 
road. 

KTC expects to begin con¬ 


struction in early 2017. 

“The developer (of the Ark 
Encounter) will be responsible 
for any necessaiy roadway im¬ 
provements (deceleration lanes, 
turn lanes) at the entrances to the 
theme park prior to its opening,” 
Wood said. “The KTC project is 
being developed to address long¬ 
term roadway needs.” 

State Sen. Damon Thayer, 
R-Georgetown, and Rep. Brian 
Linder jointly sent a letter recent¬ 
ly to Gov. Steve Beshear asking 
for the funds for the project to be 
released earlier to prevent traffic 
problems. 

“The roadwork is necessary 
to accommodate the increased 
traffic associated with the open¬ 
ing of this attraction (Ark En¬ 
counter,) the letter states. “Un¬ 
fortunately, during the late hours 
of the conference committee the 
construction phase of this project 
was moved to Fiscal Year 2017, 
making July of 2016 the earliest 
date 

construction could begin. 
State development studies have 
predicted that the Ark Encounter 
would draw hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of visitors and bring in a 
net fiscal impact of $119 million 
over 10 years, including sales and 
income taxes.” 

“We are concerned that if this 
road project is not completed in 
time for the opening that traffic 
will be greatly impacted and neg¬ 
atively affect the initial success 
of the project as well as create 
driving hazards for the traveling 
public in that area of the state,” 
the letter continues. “We respect¬ 
fully request your assistance in 
expediting the construction of 
improvements on KY-36 to its 
earliest completion date.” 

The legislators have yet to re¬ 
ceive a response to the letter.

Highway $$ should be spent on roads 


A t a recent House 
Rules commit¬ 
tee hearing, one 
of my colleagues from 
New York declared that 
the potholes in the roads 
in her district are so bad, 
“you can lose your car 
in them.” Kentuckians 
and Americans from all 
over the country agree. 
It is long past time that 
something was done to 
address the deplorable 
state of the highways 
and infrastructure in this 
country. 

That is why I recently 
introduced the “Devel¬ 
oping Roadway Infra¬ 
structure for a Vibrant 
Economy Act” (DRIVE 
Act). The DRIVE Act 
(H.R. 1461) would en¬ 
sure that money in the 
Highway Trust Fund is 
actually spent on high¬ 
ways. Common sense 
would lead most people 
to believe that the gas 
tax revenue that funds 
the Highway Trust Fund 
should be spent specifi¬ 
cally on highways, roads, 
and bridges. However, 
when it comes to the op¬ 
erations of Congress and 
the federal government, 
common sense is uncom¬ 
mon. 

Many Americans are 
unaware that gas tax 
revenue is regularly di¬ 
verted from the federal 


Highway Trust Fund 
for such things as bike 
paths, sidewalks, mass 
transit, and other pure¬ 
ly local projects. This 
must end. Inflation and 
vehicle fuel efficiency 
have drained the fund so 
that it no longer gener¬ 
ates enough revenue to 
pay for all the improve¬ 
ments necessary to en¬ 
sure that our highways 
and bridges are safe and 
adequately maintained. 

Each year, approxi¬ 
mately $9 billion in the 
Highway Trust Fund 
goes to the Mass Transit 
Account, which funds 
local public transporta¬ 
tion projects, includ¬ 
ing subways, light rail, 
buses, and streetcars. 
Current federal law also 
allows the money in 
this trust fund to go to¬ 
ward sidewalks and bike 
paths. While I recognize 
the value of sidewalks 
and buses, taxing gaso¬ 
line and routing that 
money through Washing¬ 
ton is not the way to fund 
these inherently local 
projects. 

Congress continu¬ 
ally attempts to solve 
the problem with tempo¬ 
rary “patches.” For ex¬ 
ample, in July of 2014, 
Congress transferred 
$10 billion in tax rev¬ 
enue from the General

Fund to the Highway 
Trust Fund to keep it sol¬ 
vent. Just last month, we 
again voted to temporar¬ 
ily patch the Trust Fund. 
This “patch” only lasts 
60 days, though, ensur¬ 
ing that in two months, 
Congress will again be 
forced to deal with a 
manufactured emergen¬ 
cy. As with most of these 
so-called “emergencies” 
that we regularly face in 
Congress, this one could 
be avoided if Members 
would get their priorities 
straight and realize the 
urgency of a long-term 
solution for our deterio¬ 
rating roads and bridges. 

My DRIVE Act is one 
such long-term solution. 
Rather than increase the 
current 18.4-cent fuel 
tax to fund the Highway 
Trust Fund, we should 
first restore the highway 
trust fund to its original 
purpose. Support for my 
bill is growing, and co¬ 
sponsors include Repre¬ 
sentatives Justin Amash 
of Michigan, Dave Brat 
of Virginia, Jim Briden- 


stine of Oklahoma, Ken 
Buck of Colorado, Tim 
Huelskamp of Kansas, 
Jim Jordan of Ohio and 
Mick Mulvaney of South 
Carolina. 

Of all the things on 
which the federal gov¬ 
ernment spends taxpayer 
dollars, transportation 
and national defense are 
specifically constitution¬ 
al. In fact, I believe that 
transportation is critical 
to our national security. 
A nation with dilapidat¬ 
ed roads and collapsing 
bridges is not a nation 
ready to defend itself in 
the wake of a national 
emergency or attack. 

In two months, when 
Congress hits the next 
“deadline” for the in¬ 
solvent Highway Trust 
Fund, let us hope that 
Congress considers a 
common-sense solution 
like the DRIVE Act, 
rather than simply an¬ 
other short-term patch. 
Americans shouldn’t 

have to worry about los¬ 
ing their car in a pothole 
the next time they’re on 
the road.

‘Right-to-Work’ is 


D uring tough eco¬ 
nomic times, 
some have to 
take jobs to simply “get 
by” and provide for their 
families. Enough of most 
paychecks already go to 
the government in taxes, 
so if you don’t want to 
pay yet another percent¬ 
age of your earnings to 
union membership fees it 
should be our choice. 

That’s called right-to- 
work, not forcing some¬ 
one to join a union as a 
condition to have a job. 

I was not surprised 
when a well known Dem¬ 
ocrat, House Speaker 
Greg Stumbo from Floyd 
County, defended the 
out-dated concept of a 
“closed shop” where em¬ 
ployment is controlled by 
a union. 

After reading Stum- 
bo’s op-ed, I have grown 
to expect the tone of his 
sweeping generalizations 
such as “those backing 
the concept claim it will 
cure everything but the 
common cold” or right 
to work is like “joining 
a civic club, a country 
club, or even a Sam’s 
Club without paying the 
membership fees.” 

Whether or not you 
support right to work 


legislation, Stumbo’s 
comments insult the 
intelligence of all Ken¬ 
tuckians. While Stumbo 
seeks to keep Kentucky 
trapped in the past, the 
Senate Majority Caucus 
has two clear goals in 
making Kentucky the 
next right to work state: 
give Kentucky workers 
the choice they deserve 
and attract high-paying 
jobs to the Common¬ 
wealth. 

I also want to be per¬ 
fectly clear on one point; 
making Kentucky a right 
to work is not a union- 
busting tactic. In fact, 
according to U.S. Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, the 22 
right to work states saw 
an increase in the number 
of union members from 
2011 to 2012. So being 
a right to work state is 
helpful, not harmful to 
our friends in the union 
movement. 

During the 2015 Leg¬ 
islative Session I was 
proud to co-sponsor 
Senate Bill 1, a bill that 
would have made Ken¬ 
tucky a right to work 
state. During the debate 
on SB 1 Hal Goode, Pres¬

year.” 

Despite Speaker 
Stumbo’s best “Chicken 
Little” impersonation 
and his claim to have the 
“facts” on his side, the 
reality on the ground in 
Kentucky paints a dif¬ 
ferent picture. After the 
House failed to pass SB 
1, county-level lead¬ 
ers in Kentucky have 
passed ordinances mak¬ 
ing their counties right 
to work. This exercise of 
home rule has so incensed 
the unions that they have 
filed suit in federal court 
attempting to block the 
right to work ordinance 
in Hardin County.

ANOTHER PLACE IN TIME 


Poison Ivy, 
devious 

I ’ve noticed more poison ivy this year than I 
recall in previous years. Maybe I am more 
observant or maybe the farm is just weedi¬ 
er! Either way, it makes people nervous. I am 
not particularly allergic to this devious vine but 
Andy, my husband, will blister like being burned 
by fire whenever he comes into contact with it. 
A few years ago we were trimming sheep hooves 
(sheep will eat poison ivy with no ill effects) and 
Andy inadvertently kneeled in some manure as 
we set to the task. He ended up getting a poison 
ivy rash on his knee! We surmised that the ewe 
must have been chomping on poison ivy and it 
came out the other end. 

I had a couple of fierce cases of poison ivy 
when I was little (you know the kind where your 
mother turns you pink because she has smothered 
you in Calamine lotion). Apparently it is not un¬ 
common for people to cycle through allergic-not 
allergic a few times in their lifetime. So, just be¬ 
cause nothing happened last week doesn’t nec¬ 
essarily mean that I am immune forever. Point: 
always respect the vine. 

Poison ivy is a perennial plant that causes 
over two million skin irritation cases in the U.S 
each year. The plant contains an oil called uru- 
shiol that most humans are allergic to. All parts 
of the plant contain the oil; therefore all parts of 
the plant are potential irritants: leaf, stem and 
roots. Because it is the oil that causes the irri¬ 
tation or blistering you do not necessarily have 
to come into contact with the plant. The oil can 
easily be transferred by clothing, pets, and tools 
or from another person onto 
your person. Even burning 
poison ivy is dangerous be¬ 
cause the oil fumes in the 
smoke can be inhaled. 

Typically, you find poi¬ 
son ivy along roadsides 
and fence roads but it is not 
exclusively a rural weed. 
Flowerbeds and home land¬ 
scapes are not immune to 
this irritating vine. You will 
see it either as a woody vine 
climbing a tree or trailing 
the ground; or as a small 
5”-10” woody clump. It’s 
devious because of the vari¬ 
ous shapes it takes on. The 
leaves, while always 3-leaflet leaves, may appear 
hairy or smooth, glossy or dull, and pointed or 
round at the margins. Some even have drupes, 
or little berries, in the winter that the birds enjoy 
and thus help spread the plant around. 

You can use a broad-leaf weed control or total 
kill like glyphosate while it is actively growing 
to try and knock it back. Cutting it back regu¬ 
larly to starve out the root system will also work 
if you are persistent and the plant is young. If 
you chose to remove it by hand- which is reason¬ 
able with small specimens- be sure to wear pro¬ 
tective gear and preferably gloves that you can 
throw away after the job is complete. Wash up 
with an alkaline soap (or Technu) to remove any 
residual oil that you may have come into contact 
with, too. 

Poison ivy is hard to control so your best bet is 
to pull, mow or spray as soon as you see seedling. 
If you know where your trouble spots are scout 
for the plant in the spring so you can begin con¬ 
trol measures while the plant is immature.

Past, you 
don’t rule me 

W hy do bad things happen to 
good people? This would have 
to be one the most difficult 
questions presented to pastors, parents, 
and a majority of the public alike. The 
Bible speaks truth as it proclaims, “Hell 
hath enlarged her mouth” and “men shall 
become more wicked.” 

This generation is facing that exact 
wickedness that is coming straight from 
the pits of hell. Allow me to elaborate. It is 
an unfortunate thing that men and women 
of all ages suffer from painful memo¬ 
ries and nightmares of being molested, 
as their relationships become ruled by a 
wicked act. Divorce is so dominant and 
is expected among marriages these days. 

You shouldn’t have to think hard 
to find out why some children grow up 
with unstable and awkward relationships, 
since that is what they have witnessed 
throughout their lives. The family unit is 
in a fritz, while no one can get along, and 
it comes down to hurtful words spoken or 
an uncalled for action. It may take one a 
little while to dig up some good memo¬ 
ries, but those bad memories can lay on 
the surface and involuntarily rise up in a 
moment.

From that point it is 
recorded time after time that Saul tried to 
kill David in some way, and 30 plus times 
David ran or fled, from Saul. All the run¬ 
ning started really getting to David as in 1 

Samuel 24 
it speaks 
of Saul 
coming so 
close to 
catching 
up with 
David that 
one night, 
unknow¬ 
ingly, they 
camped 
literally 
yards from 
one anoth¬ 
er. 

That 
night Da¬ 
vid snuck 
into Saul’s 
camp and 
cut off a 
piece of 
Saul’s garment. The following morning, 
Saul was awakened, not by a scared Da¬ 
vid, but by a brave, fed up David. In a 
condensed version, David said to Saul, 
“Today, the running comes to an end. I 
have respect for your position and anoint¬ 
ing, but you no longer have influence 
over me and I will run no longer!” 

Saul did not want David to be a con¬ 
queror, and so is the same with your past. 
That day David released Saul’s influence 
from his life, and 2 Samuel 12 reveals 
that God delivered David from the hand 
of Saul. God is able to do the same for 
you. Stand your ground, look your past 
in the face and be a David! Past, you do 
not rule me, my emotions or my relation¬ 
ships. God can deliver you from its hand! 
Begin to forgive, or release, those who 
have hurt you and move forward in Jesus 
name! 

Even Jesus shows us the horrible con¬ 
sequence of not forgiving in Matthew 18 
of being “delivered to the tormentors.” 
I would much rather follow the Lord’s 
Prayer and daily say, “And forgive me of 
my debts, as I forgive my debtors” than to 
pay such consequences.

“The fractured laws across the coun¬ 
try concerning same-sex marriage had 
created an unsustainable and unbal¬ 
anced legal environment, wherein citi¬ 
zens were treated differently depending 
on the state in which they resided,” Bes- 
hear wrote. “That situation was unfair, 
no matter which side of the debate you 
may support. Kentuckians, and indeed 
all Americans, deserved a final deter¬ 
mination of what the law in this coun¬ 
try would be, and that is the reason we 
pursued an appeal to the U.S. Supreme 
Court. Today’s opinion finally provides 
that clarity.” 

Effective immediately, Beshear said 
Kentucky will recognize as valid all 
same-sex marriages performed in other 
states and in Kentucky. 

The governor also instructed the 
Kentucky Department of Libraries and 
Archives to provide revised marriage 
license forms to county clerks for im¬ 
mediate use. 

Clemons said the correct revised 
forms were received by 2:30 p.m. June 
26 and the office’s software company 
had the updates available for the clerk’s 


office computers. 

The only difference in the new 
forms were the terms “ First Party” and 
“Second Party” replacing “Bride” and 
“Groom” a total of six times. 

“The process doesn’t change for our 
office,” Clemons said. “The couple will 
fill out the form and pay $35.50 for a li¬ 
cense. The form has been updated and 
our software has been updated to fulfill 
the state’s requirement.” 

While several county clerks refused 
or delayed issuing marriage licenses af¬ 
ter the court’s ruling, Clemons said she 
is bound by her duties as an elected of¬ 
ficial. 

“I have to be a law-abiding citizen in 
both my personal and professional life,” 
she said. “I was elected county clerk to 
execute the laws set forth by our law¬ 
makers in a professional and courtesy 
manner.” 

Attorney General Jack Conway also 
released a statement stressing that clerks 
follow the U.S. Supreme Court decision. 

“Today, the United States Supreme 
Court issued the final word on this is¬ 
sue,” Conway wrote. “The ruling does 
not tell a minister or congregation what 
they must do, but it does make clear that 


the government cannot pick and choose 
when it comes to issuing marriage li¬ 
censes and the benefits they confer. It is 
time to move forward because the good¬ 
paying jobs are going to states that are 
inclusive.” 

Grant County’s two state legislators 
spoke out against the ruling. 

Sen. Damon Thayer, R-Georgetown, 
called the decision “disappointing.” 

“It destroys the traditional definition 
of marriage and does irreparable harm 
to Kentucky’s state sovereignty, which 
is at the core of our Republic’s basic 
principles,” he said. 

When the end of time comes, God’s 
laws will stand and man’s laws will pass 
away, said Rep. Brian Linder, R-Dry 
Ridge. 

“I find it veiy disappointing, that a 
handful of federal judges can overturn 
how an entire state, through a statewide 
ballot, defines marriage,” Linder said. 
“At this hour, I am struggling to define 
in today’s America, the role of “The 
People” and state legislatures when we 
have five unelected justices that over¬ 
turn laws passed by state legislatures 
and ballot initiatives passed by citizens 
of states.”

Two full wooden bents — cross- 
sectional templates which repeat on 
parallel planes along the length of 
the structure — weighing about 
25,000 pounds each have been 
erected within the last week. 

A half bent is raised onto the 
structure at a time, which required a 
special rigging system to accom¬ 
plish. 

A total of 32 bents will be raised 
during the project. 

“The wood, as you can see, is 
already starting to go up,” said 
Mark Looy, vice president of out¬ 
reach for Answers in Genesis. “We 
have some Amish already on-site. 
Several more of them, perhaps a 
few dozen, will be here next month 
helping us to construct this 510-foot 
long life-size ark. As you can tell, 
it’s going to be an impressive struc¬ 
ture when it opens, Lord willing, 
summer of next year.” 

So far, about one million cubic 
yards of dirt have been removed to 
make way for a 4,000-vehicle park¬ 
ing space area and a road for shuttle 
buses. 

A lake has been dug out to be 
situated in front of the Ark. 

With a timber frame structure 
510 feet long and 80 feet high, a lot 
of wood is needed. 

The timber, which mainly comes 
from Colorado, is prepared ahead of 
time for use on the site. 

“There’s thousands of pieces of 
lumber and they’re all numbered,” 
Ham said. “According to the plans, 
they have to get the right number 
pieces and put them together. It’s like 
an Erector Set.” 

There will be 132 exhibit bays on 
three floors inside the ark once it is 
complete. 

The exhibits are being built in a 
separate facility in Hebron. 

There will also be a deck on top 
for a restaurant. 

To create the Ark Encounter, the 
Amish are lending a hand with the 
constmction. 

Ham visited Indiana after discov¬ 
ering that one of the country’s largest 
timber-frame structures, the Farmer’s 
Market, was built there with Amish 


workers. 

That is how he connected with 
the Troyer Group and the Amish 
joined the project. 

“They’ve been able to put togeth¬ 
er Amish crews across many states,” 
Ham said. “They work well together 
as a team.” 

Ernest and Orie Lehman help 
lead the Amish team five days a 
week onsite, making sure there are 
enough hands to do the job. 

“It’s an exciting project,” Ernest 
Lehman said. “Also, it’s Christian- 
based. They share the same values as 
we do as far as creation and the 
beliefs of the Bible as it is written. 
So, it just felt like a project we 
wanted to do.” 

The project was initially delayed 
as donations and other funding 
slowed down. 

Of the $90 million needed for the 
first phase, Ham said $20 million 
more is still needed. 

The creators decided to focus on 
phase one of the project, featuring 
the ark itself, before adding other 
attractions as first planned. 

Additional future phases include 
a Walled £ity, the Tower of Babel, a 
first-century Middle Eastern village, 
a journey in history from Abraham 
to the parting of the Red Sea, a walk¬ 
through aviaiy, a large petting zoo 
and more. 

Ham said he believes the funds 
will be there when it is needed and 
donations are coming in every day. 

“Despite all the scoffers and what 
they’ve been saying, this project has 
been moving ahead,” Ham said. 
“We are a little bit later than when 
we originally proposed but permits 
take a lot longer than you think. One 
of the permits took one and a half 
years to get.” 

The project has not been without 
controversy and headlines. 

Kentucky granted preliminary 
approval in 2014 for the project to 
receive a rebate of some of the new 
state sales taxes the Ark will generate 
after it opens in 2016. 

Gov. Steve Beshear and other 
state officials announced a reversal 
of that decision on Dec. 10, 2014, 
claiming that hiring practices at the 
Ark Encounter would be based on 
religious beliefs. 


Answers in Genesis (AiG), 
developer of the Ark Encounter, filed 
a federal lawsuit Feb. 5 against 
Kentucky state officials for denying 
the park participation in the state’s 
incentive program to receive a future 
sales tax rebate. 

Ham observed that “AiG’s appli¬ 
cation was rejected solely because of 
our religious identity and the biblical 
messages we will present at our 
future life-size Noah’s Ark.” 

Ham said the courts will likely 
hear oral arguments soon in the case. 

“It’s very, very obvious what the 
state is doing is wrong,” he said. “We 
believe the courts will show that.” 

“If somebody wants to be build a 
center and they’re atheist and they 
want to promote their atheist beliefs, 
they are free to do it,” Ham said. “If 
somebody wants to promote 
Mormon, Muslim, Presbyterian, 
Baptist, whatever, they are free to do 
it in this nation. That’s really what 
it’s all about, the free exercise of 
religion.” 

Attendance research done by 
AIG indicates that more than two 
million people could visit the Ark 
Encounter per year. 

Officials believe tickets will like¬ 
ly have to be reserved online for the 
first year in order to guarantee visi¬ 
tors can get in the attraction. 

“We have about an average of 
300,000 that come to the Creation 
Museum,” Ham said. “Here, it’s 
going to be much greater. We have 
done very careful research. If you 
give it a range, the lowest estimate 
our researchers have found is 1.4 
million up to 2.2 million. They really 
think it’s going to be about two mil¬ 


lion people a year. They also have 
predicted that it will increase the 
attendance of the Creation Museum 
by 400,000 people a year.” 

About 80 percent of the people 
who come to the Creation Museum 
come from outside of Ohio, Indiana 
and Kentucky, said Ham, who 
expects new money to also flood 
into the Ark Encounter. 

“People will come from all over 
the world and from all over the 
United States,” Ham said. “It’s not 
just dollars within Kentucky. I know 
of at least two hotels in northern 
Kentucky who’ve said they would 
have closed down if not for the 
Creation Museum. You can imagine 
what the Ark is going to do for this 
area.” 

Sen. Damon Thayer, 
R-Georgetown, who visited the site 
for the first time during an “Ark 
Raising” event for area media, said 
the project will “change the world 
here in Grant County and throughout 
this region.” 

“It’s pretty overwhelming,” said 
Thayer, staring up at the constmc¬ 
tion. “It’s an enormous structure. 
Obviously, we’ve known it was 
going to be enormous, but until you 
see something with your own eyes, 
it’s hard to comprehend it. Seeing it 
like this is a pretty cool experience. 
Every state senator in Kentucky 
would love to have this project in his 
or her senate district. I’m proud that 
it’s in mine. It’s going to create a lot 
of jobs and opportunity. It’s going to 
be transformative for Grant County. 
There’s nothing like it in the world.” 

An observation area has been 
built for those interested in getting a 


look at the upcoming Ark Encounter 
as it is built. 

The site, located at 1000 Eibeck 
Lane, allows spectators to watch as 
Amish crews build the attraction. 

The observation area is open 
from 11 a.m. to 5 p.m. seven days a 
week throughout the summer. 

Access may be canceled due to 
inclement weather or certain con¬ 
stmction restrictions. 

The site will be closed Aug. 7. 

There is a cost to watch from the 
observation area and tickets are 
required. 

Tickets are $20 per vehicle at 
regular admission and $10 per vehi¬ 
cle for Creation Museum members. 

For Ark Encounter Boarding 
Pass members, admittance is free, 
but a ticket is still needed. 

Tickets can be reserved in 
advance online, or a limited number 
will be available on site each day. 

Members and boarding pass 
holders must call reservations at 
1-800-721-2298 to reserve tickets. 

Due to a lack of space for turn 
around, buses, semis and RVs are 
prohibited. 

As for when spectators can walk 
on the Ark itself, Ham said he gets 
that question a lot. 

“The question I probably get 
asked the most is, when is it going to 
be open?” Ham said. “The best way 
to answer is, sometime next year, 
sometime next summer. Because of 
constmction schedules and weather 
you can’t put an exact date right now. 
But, it will be open sometime in the 
summer of 2016.”

IMPACT OF PROPOSED RATES

An undetermined num¬ 
ber of bullets hit Propes in 
the upper groin area of the 
right leg. 

Propes was taken 
by ambulance to Grant 
County Park in Crittenden 
where he was airlifted to 
the University of Cincin¬ 
nati Medical Center. 

He was transported 
from the hospital back to 
Grant County on June 22 


by law enforcement to face 
charges of attempted mur¬ 
der of a police officer and 
first-degree wanton endan- 
germent. 

Propes plead not guilty 
to the charges on June 23. 

He returned to court 
June 29, where his case 
was bound over to a Grant 
County grand jury. 

The grand jury is ex¬ 
pected to hear the case on 
July 8. 

Propes remains on a 
$100,000 cash bond at the 


Grant County Detention 
Center.
